TRIBUTES have poured in for a 
Faversham motorcyclist who died 
“doing something he loved.” 

Mike Hill, 60, was killed when his Triumph 
was involved in a collision with a Honda Civic 
at the junction of Homestall Lane, Graveney, 
last Wednesday afternoon. 

Mr Hill’s widow, Ann, said her husband’s 
sudden death had left the family devastated 
and struggling to come to terms with his loss. 

Mrs Hill said: “Mike loved rock music and 
supported local musicians as much as he 
could. He also loved the local pubs and his 
favourite was the Three Horseshoes at 
Staplestreet, where he always enjoyed watch¬ 
ing the annual wheelie bin race. 

“Faversham was his adopted home and he 
loved the town’s village feel. He was very well 
known in the town and loved a cause, but he 
was also very much a family man. 

“Mike regularly donated blood and received 
a special award for doing so. He was also a 
very sociable person who loved entertaining. 

“Cooking was a passion, as was photography. 
He also loved motorbikes and the freedom 
they gave him. There is some comfort in the 
fact that he died doing something he loved.” 

The father-of-three and stepdad-of-two set¬ 
tled in Faversham more than 30 years ago 
when he moved to the town to run a printing 
business with brother-in-law Humphrey 
Mayes. The pair ran Sittingbourne-based 
printing business Statshop until last 
November when it began to operate from Mr 
Hill’s home. A popular and respected member

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WATCH OUT: British Transport Police will conduct more Operation Volcanic type sweeps 

Fare-dodgers 
pay the price 
after network 
crackdown 


AN OPERATION by 
British Transport Police to 
crack down on anti-social 
behaviour at railway sta¬ 
tions has revealed 
Faversham as a fare-dodg¬ 
ing hot-spot. 

More than 100 officers took to the 
platforms and trains across the 
southern counties to conduct uni¬ 
form and undercover patrols. 

In total, 80 arrests were made in 
the one-day operation - including 
five fare-dodgers heading for our 
historic market town. 

Superintendent Andy Bail said: 
“We launched Operation Volcanic to 
tackle anti-social behaviour, low- 
level disorder and other types of 
behaviour that generally make peo¬ 
ple feel unsafe and which are often 
the precursor for more serious 
offending. 

“Anti-social behaviour is not 
something we tolerate and our offi¬ 
cers regularly conduct high-visibili- 
ty patrols to tackle it. This is part of 
a series of operations directed at 
making the transport network safer 
and reassuring passengers and rail 
staff that we won’t tolerate this type

of behaviour.” 

The operation comes after the 
Chief Inspector of Constabulary, Sir 
Denis O’Connor, said the basic task 
of keeping the peace had been rele¬ 
gated to “second-order considera¬ 
tion” for officers who were obsessed 
with meeting targets for crimes. 

The report claimed millions of 
acts of drunken loutishness and 
vandalism are going unreported as 
they have become “normalised”. 

BTP Chief Constable Andy 
Trotter said: “This is exactly the 
sort of active police intervention Sir 
Denis was talking about in his 
report, recovering our streets and 
our peace. 

“Anti-social behaviour is a priority 
for us and we carry out these types 
of operations on a regular basis. 

“We focus on violence and disor¬ 
der and by using highly visible offi¬ 
cers in trouble-spots we have 
reduced crime across the railway.”

Lifeboat goes to 
boarder's rescue 


FORMER MP for Sittingbourne 
and Sheppey, Derek Wyatt, has spo¬ 
ken of his shock at being diagnosed 
with a serious immune disorder. 

The life-long Labour man, who served the 
constituency from 1996 until he retired from 
front line politics last May, was admitted to hos¬ 
pital shortly after the general election. 

Mr Wyatt said: “I couldn’t get out of bed, walk 
or do up my shirt buttons, my hands were the 
size of elephants and my body was literally tin¬ 
gling with pain. 

“It was a very scary experience, particularly 
because I live on my own. I managed to get 
myself to the Chelsea and Westminster 
Hospital accident and emergency department 
in London and they admitted me as an emer¬ 
gency. It’s only recently they’ve found out 
what’s going on and really only the last few 
days I’ve started feeling better.” 

Mr Wyatt was eventually diagnosed with 
rheumatoid arthritis (RA). An auto-immune 
disease, RA causes the body’s tissues to be mis¬ 
takenly attacked by their own immune system, 
often characterised by inflammation of the 
joints, surrounding tissue and major organs. 

Mr Wyatt, who served 13 years in Parliament 
without a day off sick, says doctors told him the 
disease had probably been ticking up for up to 
two-and-a half years. 

“I’d had terrible problems with my feet and 
walking for some time and I’d been tested for 
lots of things, including heart disease and dia¬ 
betes, but nothing showed up. I just put it down 
to the fact that I also have osteoarthritis. 

“Since being admitted it has taken a while to

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be diagnosed, but I’ve had the most fantastic 
treatment.” 

The author and computing specialist says he 
refuses to delve into the long-term implications 
of the disease, preferring to be grateful for his 
present respite. 

The father of two plans to visit his son in 
Cape Town next week and will then continue 
work on his next two books; one on next year’s 
Rugby World Cup and a second on the impact 
bank benchers can have on Government policy. 

Still indulging his passion for politics, Mr 
Wyatt said he had backed Ed Miliband for the 
Labour leadership, even making a financial 
contribution to his campaign. 

“It was a very tricky situation and I think 
both brothers have handled it extremely well.” 

Speaking about Swale, the ex-army officer 
said even when he was very poorly, the borough 
was never far from his thoughts. 

“Of course I come back from time to time. I 
have good friends there. Remarkably I still get 
20 to 30 emails from constituents each week. 

“I can’t comment on how Gordon Henderson 
is doing, I haven’t been following because I 
don’t think that’s right. However I suspect it’s 
been a shock to the system for him and I think 
the real baptism will start in October. 

“I’m still involved in politics, but since leaving 
office I feel like I’ve got my life back.”

Schools urged to bid 
for free solar panels 


AS new Government figures reveal 
Swale has the highest carbon emis¬ 
sions in the country, the MP for 
Sittingbourne and Sheppey has 
urged schools to go green. 

Gordon Henderson is encouraging 
schools to take advantage of a £15 
million solar panel give-away, run by 
energy company British Gas. 

All UK schools are eligible to com¬ 
pete for solar panels worth between 
£20,000 and £40,000, which could 
cut as much as 20 per cent off a 
school’s annual electricity bill. 
However, interested schools will 
need to need to demonstrate they are 
amongst the most sustainable in the 
country. 

Under the scheme, up to 750 
schools will receive free solar panels, 
with about half of the prizes going to 
schools in low income areas. 

In addition to the solar panels, 
schools will also receive a free ener¬ 
gy display meter. This is expected to 
help reduce energy consumption by 
a further 10 to 15 per cent. 

Mr Henderson said: “This is a real¬ 
ly exciting opportunity for schools in 
Sittingbourne and Sheppey both to 
go green and save money. 

“Schools which win the British Gas 
competition will be able to generate 
their own green electricity, helping

Ral summit the 
ideal platform 


RAIL chiefs have agreed to attend 
an open meeting to discuss the 
transport needs of people in 
Swale. 

Commuters are being urged to attend the 
summit, organised by Kent County Council 
and due to take place on October 21. 

Mike Whiting, county councillor for Swale 
and chairman of the district’s joint trans¬ 
portation board, said he hoped the summit 
would put pressure on rail firms to review 
the pricing structure and routes of trains 
operating between the borough and London. 

He said: “This rail summit is giving com¬ 
muters and others the opportunity to have 
their say about the rail services they want to 
see in the future. I have argued for improve¬ 
ments since the introduction of high-speed 
trains, and will continue to do so on behalf of 
the residents I represent. 

“While high-speed trains have been a great 
success in some parts of the county, they 
have not improved the services for many 
here in Swale. I believe this summit demon¬ 
strates a commitment at the highest levels in 
KCC to work with everyone to get the best 
possible rail services in all parts of Kent.” 

The franchise for Kent is due for renewal in 
2012 but rail company Southeastern will be 
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hoping for an extension to 2014. 

KCC transport chief Cllr Nick Chard said: 
“We are delighted that both Southeastern’s 
managing director Charles Horton and serv¬ 
ice delivery director Vince Lucas will be pre¬ 
senting to the summit.” 

Representatives of Network Rail, the 
Department for Transport and Passenger 
Focus have all been invited to attend the 
event which will be broadcast on the web. 

KCC officials anticipating huge demand 
from members of the public and transport 
groups wishing to attend. Officers have 
advised people to book well in advance. 

Rail campaigner Harry Farrow has already 
confirmed he will attend to ask to rail chiefs 
to offer discounted rail travel to the over-65s. 
Mr Farrow argues many off-peak trains are 
operating with empty seats which could be 
put to use by older passengers. The retired 
painter and decorator recently delivered 
10,000 signatures to Downing Street in sup¬ 
port of his campaign.

Our garden guests going wild 


ACCORDING to wildlife charity the 
RSPB, a quarter of Swale gardens regu¬ 
larly have visiting hedgehogs. 

A summer wildlife audit recorded how 
many birds and mammals householders 
reported seeing in their gardens. 

As well as hedgehogs, five per cent of 
participants recorded evidence of moles. 

Sophie McCallum, of RSPB south east, 
said: “This is only the second year of our 
summer survey so it’s great that so many 
people in Swale took part. They are help¬ 
ing us collect useful information about 
garden wildlife. 

“For many species the only way of 
counting them is to ask people to take 
part in a garden survey like this and 
some of the results have been quite sur¬ 
prising. 

“Lots of people see hedgehogs, badgers 
and moles in their gardens, which you 
might only expect to see in the wider 
countryside. The fact that our gardens 
have such a variety of wildlife in them 
highlights how important wildlife-friend¬ 
ly gardening is. You can help ensure our 
wildlife continues to survive.” 



Hedgehog expert Hugh Warwick said: 
“Gardens are clearly very important for 
hedgehogs - a great example of a truly 
wild animal not only at home with us but 
also of great benefit to gardeners. 

“The hedgehog not only brings a vora¬ 
cious appetite for garden pests, it repre¬ 
sents a little bit of wildness. We should 
treasure the fact they live comfortably in 
our gardens and so many people can get 
nose-to-nose with them.”

Sarah has lost almost five-and-a-half stones, 
transforming her life. She puts her achieve¬ 
ment down to a sensible approach to eating 
combined with some walking. 

Sarah said: “My confidence has soared since 
I’ve lost weight. I never used to go out much. 
People at work used to ask me out and I’d make 
excuses but I’m out all the time now.” 

The 45-year-old says her weight crept up 


because she got into the habit of evening graz¬ 
ing after her husband left for his nightshift. 

She vowed to change after a shopping trip. 

She said: “I’d got up to a size 22, but I went 
shopping and even the size 24 was tight. That 
was it for me.

It’s not just Sarah who has benefited from her 
new healthier lifestyle. Now filled with energy, 
she is able to play with her grandchildren in 
the park and walk her dogs for miles.

With 
no fancy gyms or expensive memberships she 
makes weight loss seem like a walk in the park.

The child health clinics and development 
checks, for example, will mean that fam¬ 
ilies will no longer have to make the 
journey to Sheemess to see the health 
visitor.” 

Swale council’s executive portfolio 
holder for community services, councillor 
John Morris, said: “The construction of 
the children’s centre has been long -wait¬ 
ed and I welcome the commitment that 
KCC has given to completing the project, 
following provision of the site from 
Swale council and AmicusHorizon.

Q 


Tell us a little bit about yourself? 


A I have lived in Sittingboume with my wife, 
Mary, for six years. I’m 43 and work in 
Westminster in local government. I enjoy 
watching football, films, history and travel. I 
am also involved with church activities as a 
member of the social committee. 

Q You ran for MP in the last election in May. There's been a 
little bit of time for reflection since then. What are your 
conclusions? 

A Despite our limited resources, we had a 
good campaign, which increased our vote 
to get our best local result since 1997.1 espe¬ 
cially enjoyed meeting people on the doorsteps 
and the debates with my fellow candidates. 

The major issues we came across were the 
local economy and concerns about immigra¬ 
tion.

The SDP offered something new and fresh 
and policies that I generally agreed with. I am 
kept interested by the variety of the topic and 
the motivation that there must be something 
better for people. I especially want to see a 
more fair political system and hope the AV ref¬ 
erendum will be just the first step. 

Q What's your view on the coalition Government - do you 
think it will last? 

A I am pleased to see Liberal Democrats in 
government and that some of our policies 
are being put in place. We must however 
ensure our voice and position get across. Like 
many Lib Dems I was unhappy with the VAT 
rise and the free schools policy, but then we are 
the junior partner. I would be opposed to any 
form of electoral pact with the Conservatives. 

I think the coalition will last at least until 
2014, as it is in the interests of both parties to 
stick together.

Are you disappointed with party central? 


The whole of Swale council is up for re-election next 
r - can the Conservative stronghold be broken? 

A We will be working as hard as we can and 
I hope the local Labour party will as well. 
Unfortunately I think the Conservatives will 
retain firm control of Swale Council up to 
2015, but I hope that the opposition parties 
will at least make some progress and that we 
see more Liberal Democrats.

A GANG member from 
Sheppey who made off with 
antiques worth £30,000 has 
been sent to prison for four 
years. 

Clinton Letchford, of Harps 
Avenue, Minster, was sentenced at 
Chichester Crown Court on 
September 13, after being convicted 
of burglary and aggravated vehicle¬ 
taking. The 27-year-old was prose¬ 
cuted for ram-raiding a Sussex 
antiques shop during a burglary in 
January this year. 

Two accomplices, Henry Philips, 
34, of Camp Way, Maidstone, and 
Stephen Oliver, 40, of Thanet Way, 
Whitstable, Kent, were also sen¬ 
tenced to 4 years and nine months at 
Chichester Crown Court on Friday, 
August 27. 

Police were called after members of 
the public heard a van crashing 
through the front doors of a shop and 
seeing masked men entering the 
premises. A stolen Suzuki van was 
spotted speeding off before being 
abandoned in the outskirts of 


Petworth, still containing valuables 
stolen from Anthony Short antiques 
showroom. 

Cops quickly located a second get¬ 
away car leaving Sussex and head¬ 
ing into Surrey, and a high-speed 
chase - at times reaching speeds in 
excess of 145 mph - ensued, reach¬ 
ing the M25 and out towards Kent. 

The Volvo car was eventually 
stopped and the three men, includ¬ 
ing Letchford, who has close links to 
Kemsley, were apprehended. 

Detective Constable Jason Vickers 
said: “I would like to thank members 
of the public for their prompt action 
in immediately contacting police at 
the time of the burglary and Surrey 
police for their help in the arrests. 

“CCTV in Petworth played a vital 
part in the investigation, capturing 
images of the offenders and getaway 
car the previous day when they were 
scoping antique shops in Petworth in 
preparation for the burglary.

HEADTEACHERS at two primary 
schools in Sheemess have got their 
heads together to solve the prob¬ 
lem of nuisance motorists. 

After months of obstructive parking outside 
and around Rose Street and St Edwards’s 
primary schools staff joined forces with police 
officers and Kent County Council to stamp out 
the problem once and for all. 

The teamwork has paid off with double 
yellow lines and Zig Zag lines installed in 
Rose Street, Broad Street and New Road, 
Sheerness. Additionally the pavement out¬ 
side St Edwards Primary School has been 
widened to accommodate both cyclists and 
pedestrians.

We have had some rather hair-raising 
incidents when inconsiderate drivers have 
parked on the comers of Broad Street and New 
Road, making it almost impossible for the 
industrial traffic to make the turn.

A LITTLE-KNOWN World War Two battle 
that took place on Graveney marshes has 
finally been commemorated as the last mil¬ 
itary conflict fought on British soil. 

The skirmish took place between Seasalter and 
Graveney after a German Junkers 88 bomber was shot 
down by Spitfires from Eastchurch on the Isle of Sheppey. 

On Sunday more than 120 members of the London Irish 
Rifles Association - led by former Colditz castle PoW and 
St Nazaire raid hero Major-General Corran Purdon CBE, 
MC, CPM - marched out to the marshes. 

After walking the few hundred yards from the scene of 
the battle to the Sportsman pub, they were joined by serv¬ 
ing officers of the London Irish Rifles, Whitstable Brass 
Band, the 312 Canterbury Air Cadets and hundreds of 
onlookers for a service of remembrance led by the Rev 
Donald Lugg. Soldiers from the London Irish Rifles billet¬ 
ed at the Sportsman sprang into action on September 27, 
1940, racing to capture the four-man enemy crew, includ¬ 
ing pilot Fritz Ruhlandt. 

The German airman had been ordered to protect the 
design secrets of the Junkers 88 at all costs. Using a 
machine-gun, the crew opened fire on the Home Guard, 
only surrendering after a 20-minute firefight and having 
covertly attached a detonator to the plane. 

Capt John Cantopher is widely credited for overhearing 
the captured Germans saying the plane could “go up” at 
any time, prompting him to dash back to the aircraft, 
locate the detonator and throw it in a ditch - preserving 
the aircraft for British engineers. 

However, at the service on Sunday, Jan Lancaster, who 
attended with her daughter Anna, said it was her father - 
Vic Karalfy - who had acted as translator, leading to the 
heroic actions of Capt Cantopher. 

The palliative care nurse said: “Though my father was 
English he came from Hungarian roots so could under¬ 
stand German. He heard them say the plane was going to 
go up and told his captain, who raced to the scene. 

“I came here today because I wanted him to have the 
recognition. He was a shy and reserved man and even if he 
was alive today he probably wouldn’t have come along. It 
wasn’t his style and he wouldn’t have wanted the publici¬ 
ty. 

“He was 20 years old when stationed here and he said it 
was one of the happiest times of his life. After the Germans 
were captured he and another soldier, Ernie Thurston, had 
to escort them to Cockfosters prison camp. 

They went on the train, travelling through London dur¬ 
ing the Blitz. My father said he was scared witless - he 
was only a conscript. Can you imagine being on a London 
tube, during the war with two German airmen? He and 
Ernie had to guard them with bayonets. It’s fascinating 
and though my father can’t be here to tell his side of things 
I can and I’m proud to do so.” 

The matter was hushed up at the time because the War

Office didn’t want the Germans to know they had recov¬ 
ered the plane and discovered its secrets. 

Two of those who knew were sisters Sheila Gilham and 
Brenda Hitches, now aged 80 and 78, and both from 
Seasalter. Then ten and eight years old, they jumped on 
their bikes and cycled to the fields excited at seeing a 
‘Jerry’ shot down. 

Once the furore had died down they returned later in the 
evening, keen to get their hands on crew’s parachutes 
which their mother used to make silk blouses. 

The sisters’ late father helped remove part of the 
Junkers 88 and store it in his garage until it was collected 
by the RAF. 

Alan Archer, 79, said he was gathering mushrooms with 
his late brother, Norman, when he saw Spitfires take off 
from Sheppey and pursue the German bomber. The 
retired builder claims he found a piece of the Junkers 88 
which he still has today. 

Mr Archer said: “It was flying very low. We thought it 
would crash into the Sportsman but the engine packed up 
and it landed in the field. We went and found a bit of the 
plane and I’ve had it ever since.” 

Nigel Wilkinson, chairman of the London Irish Rifles 
Association, said: “Technically, this was the last battle to 
take place on the British mainland involving an invading 
enemy. When I took over as chairman of the association in 
June I realised the anniversary was coming up and we 
would have to do something about it. It’s been a huge 
undertaking, but we simply couldn’t let it go by uncele¬ 
brated.” 

A commemorative plaque was presented to the owner of 
the Sportsman pub, Phil Harris. Mr Harris said: “The 
plaque means a lot to us. We are very conscious that we are 
temporary custodians of the Sportsman. 

‘We hope in years to come people will take the time to 
talk and read about what happened and to think about 
what this means in terms of its historical significance.” 

Most history books have Bonnie Prince Charlie’s defeat 
at Culloden in 1746 as the last battle fought on British soil 
- but it was in fact on a Kent marsh 194 years later.

What is wrong with a view that gives something 
positive to look toward if it helps people live their 
lives? Perhaps the Church of England’s own leader Dr 
Rowan Williams should be a little more committed to 
the cause rather than looking to be all-inclusive. 

A firm line and a clear set of principles will remain 
attractive to millions and I wouldn’t mind guessing 
the Roman Catholic Church pulled in a few new 
members last week and prompted many lapsed 
Catholics to pop along to confession. 

And I would imagine those people far outweighed 
those who noisily rejected their faith in recent 
months because of its incidents of child abuse and 
failure to assist in the fight against Aids. 

Far from heralding the collapse of the biggest 
Christian movement in the world, Pope Benedict 
XVTs visit served as a reminder that he has the 
weight of history on his side and we would be foolish 
to assume that 1.2 billion people have any intention 
of giving up the Hail Marys and the regular trips to 
the confession box.

Food security alarm 

For too long we have been avoiding 
one of the biggest threats to this 
country, deluded by cheap food 
prices, importing more than 70 per 
cent of what is on our supermarket 
shelves and dismissing the calls 
from UK farmers and fishermen to 
focus more on food production. 

Food insecurity is a crisis emerg¬ 
ing slowly but one that will impact 
our shores and our citizens sooner 
rather than later. 

The tension between population 
growth and climate change is plac¬ 
ing this country on a trajectory 
towards food inflation and everyone 
is going to feel the pain. We are see¬ 
ing the start of serious problems 
that will only increase. Food is a 
globalised business and all of us 
will feel the impact of Russia’s deci¬ 
sion to suspend wheat exports. 

Tons of wheat have been wiped 
out in Pakistan. This will also affect 
world prices. A new era of protec¬ 
tionism could be on the horizon, not 
for economic gain but to ensure 
domestic stability. 

Food security has been for too 
long dismissed by policy-makers. In 
many ways we have devolved the 
responsibility to supermarkets, 
expecting the market to deliver 
plentiful and cheap food. But how 
vulnerable is this system? And are 
we considering the impact of rising 
prices and scarcity in foods we take 
for granted? Sir John Beddington, 
the Government’s chief scientific 
advisor, and his predecessor Sir 
David King, have been highlighting 
this vulnerability for years. 

Firstly, we must assess the risk, a 
risk that is growing and will only 
accelerate with global crises that 
will affect food production and lead 
to rising prices. 

Secondly, the Government should 
halt development on agricultural 
land. The means and resources for 
food production must be regarded 
as a national priority. We must also 
rethink the way we use food, as up 
to 30 per cent is thrown away every 
year. 

A third step is the need to develop 
and invest in world-class produc¬ 
tion technologies. Food production 
must become one of Britain’s indus¬ 
tries of the future. Schools and uni¬ 
versities must take steps to draw 
together the best brains and 
resources to address the challenge. 

I urge the Government to look 
again at food production as part of 
our national security, establish a 
cross-departmental team to ensure 
food inflation and scarcity is under¬ 
stood throughout Whitehall, and 
that we take the advice of our lead¬ 
ing scientists, this is a time bomb 
whose fuse has just been lit.

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Bank card rebate scam wanting 


BOGUS officials posing as council 
staffhave raised the stakes in their 
efforts to obtain householders’ 
bank details. 

Officers at Swale council say fraudsters have 
somehow managed to gain the first four digits 
of account holders’ debit card numbers and 
were posing as council tax officers to fill in the 
gaps. 

The authority has issued an urgent warning 
for people never to divulge any banking details. 

A spokesman said: “The scam appears to have 
gone up a level in sophistication. 

“Council taxpayers received calls from some-

one able to tell them the first four digits of their 
debit card number. 

“They then went on to ask them to read out 
the rest - which fortunately they did not. The 
council is concerned that if the callers can tell 
people part of their debit card number, this may 
give some taxpayers the impression that the 
request is genuine.” 

The con has been designed around a fake 
council tax rebate scam. Zoe Kent, assistant 
revenues and benefits manager, said: “We have 
been told by customers that people are phoning 


and claiming to be from the council. They then 
advise they are due a refund and ask for the 
customer’s bank details. 

“As a general rule, we refund customers in the 
form of a cheque, or give rebates to a bank 
account from which direct debits are made. In 
either eventuality, we will have the information 
to hand but will write to you to confirm this. 

“If you are contacted by someone claiming to 
be from the council and you are in any doubt, 
take their name and position, then phone the 
council on 01795 417555 to check what you 
have been told.” 

Sittingbourne and Faversham police 
Inspector Phil Hibben said people should 


always be on their guard when asked for per¬ 
sonal information, either over the phone or on 
the doorstep. He said: “These callers are usual¬ 
ly polite and informative. Their professional but 
persistent attitude often gains people’s confi¬ 
dence to hand over their bank details. 

“Our advice is that under no circumstances 
should you give your bank details out over the 
phone or at your front door, no matter how gen¬ 
uine the caller seems. 

“Reputable organisations will not ask for per¬ 
sonal details over the phone. Also, genuine com¬ 
panies will not object if you tell them you will be 
checking they are legitimate and will call them 
back later.”

A STRAY dog service at Swale council has been 
praised by animal charity the RSPCA. 

The stray dogs gold footprint award recognis¬ 
es animal services as part of its community ani¬ 
mal welfare footprint scheme. 

Launched in April, 2008, the scheme aims to 
reward and promote good practice in animal 
welfare in England and Wales, recognising 
organisations that have gone above and beyond 
basic service requirements to ensure higher 
animal welfare standards. 

An RSPCA spokesman said: “The society is 
delighted Swale has achieved this footprint on 


its first attempt. This is a great achievement and 
the council and its officers can be very proud.” 

Tim Oxley, animal control officer for Swale 
council, said: “This is exciting not only for the 
whole team, but also for residents in Swale. 

“We know we offer an excellent stray dog serv¬ 
ice, but it isn’t always an easy thing to prove. For 
the RSPCA to recognise our work at such a high 
level is an honour. 

“Footprint awards are split into three levels: 
bronze silver and gold. To be the only council in 
Kent to be recognised in this way and receive 
the gold footprint award is fantastic.”

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Director Affleck masterminds the 
heist but doesn't steal the screen

BEN Affleck may be best known 
an actor but the chisel-jawed 
leading man is steadily delivering 
his best work behind the camera. 

He already has an Oscar on the mantelpiece 
as co-writer of Good Will Hunting and his 
directorial debut Gone Baby Gone was a gritty 
adaptation of Dennis Lehane’s novel that 
garnered numerous critical plaudits. 

For his second feature in the director’s chair, 
Affleck remains on the streets of Boston for a 
taut heist thriller based on the novel Prince Of 
Thieves by Chuck Hogan. 

The Town is a well-crafted and vivid portrait 
of a close-knit community of men with a strict 
code of silence that condemns those who speak 
out of turn to an early grave. 

What the film may lack in originality 
it makes up for in exhilarating action 
sequences and strong performances, 
with Affleck noticeably giving himself 
the least showy role and allowing his 
co-stars to chew the scenery. 

The film is set in Charlestown, 
Massachusetts, the one-square-mile 
neighbourhood that apparently 
produces more armoured car and bank 
robberies than anywhere else in 
America. 

With that in mind, it beggars belief 
that the cops aren’t better prepared to 
neutralise the threat of the gun-toting 
thieves, but Affleck’s film wouldn’t run 
much past 30 minutes without myriad 
suspensions of disbelief. 

Doug MacRay (Ben Affleck) is doomed to 
repeat the mistakes of his father Stephen 
(Chris Cooper), who is serving time in a 
maximum security prison, as mastermind of a 
four-strong team of bank robbers comprising 
trigger-happy best friend Jem (Jeremy 
Renner), Gloansy (Slaine) and Desmond 
(Owen Burke). 

On their final job, Jem takes bank manager

stealers Renner and Postlethwaite, but in his 
capacity as director, he makes light work of the 
two-hour running time and energises the set 
pieces, including a protracted car chase 
through labyrinthine alleys. 

The only surprise is how long it takes Affleck 
to reach the resolution we can see coming a 
mile off.

Claire Keesey (Rebecca Hall) hostage, 
releasing her once they are safely away from 
pursuing cops. 

Fearing that the terrified woman may 
identify them, Doug engineers a meeting in a 
laundrette and slowly develops an attraction 
to Claire, who has no idea that she is falling in 
love with the man who pointed a gun at her 
head hours earlier. 

Meanwhile, FBI Special Agent Frawley (Jon 


Hamm) treads on the toes of Boston Police 
Detective Dino Ciampa (Titus Welliver) to 
apprehend the thieves and bring down money 
man Fergie Colm (Pete Postlethwaite). 

The Town cranks up the tension as Doug 
struggles to keep his affair with Claire secret 
from Jem and the posse. 

Once the apparent betrayal comes to light, it 
ignites a powder keg of emotions that rocks 
the neighbourhood to its foundations.

NEVER in the history of teenagedom 
has anything been as hotly 
anticipated as The Inbetweeners. 

That is an exaggeration, but 
nobody I know under the age of 30 
wasn’t incredibly excited to see the 
awkward, geeky sixth-form misfits 
hit our screens again. 

The Inbetweeners is an irreverent 
portrayal of four teenage boys in the 
way that Peep Show described the 
lives of dull thirtysomethings. It is 
not for the faint-hearted, nor the 
young, nor the impressionable. 

In this third season the gawky boys 
live up to expectations. They’re 
profane and disgusting, but also 
unwittingly charming, with the 
childlike naivety of not-yet-fully- 
formed adults. 

The second episode, in which the 
students tried drugs in order to look 
cool in front of a girl and each other,

was endearingly embarrassing. 

Not only were they accused of 
being racist by a drug dealer, but 
they were so completely inept at the 
illegal activity it seems a miracle 
they manage to accomplish the deed. 

The great thing is the show can 
never be accused of glamorising 
drugs. Its portrayal of growing up is 
far more realistic, and far less 
exciting. A tribute to this programme 
is that it recently won the best sitcom 
award at the Rose D’Or film festival 
in Lucerne, Switzerland. 

MERLIN, the medieval drama 
telling the story of King Arthur and 
his wizard before they were famous, 
began its third series with a bang. 

A magnificent two-part, high- 


budget episode kicked off the new 
season in spectacular fashion exactly 
where the last series left off. This will 
certainly be appreciated by fans, 
although it may confuse the 
uninitiated. 

Unlike most US dramas, which 
tend to lose ratings and budget and 
trail off into insignificance as they 
string along a weak concept until it is 
well and truly dead, Merlin seems to 
be growing as it ages. 

The initially dodgy computer 
graphics are improving, the acting is 
getting much more convincing, albeit 
with one or two notable exceptions, 
the plot lines are getting more 
intricate and there are even more 
characters to enjoy. 

Although family-friendly Merlin is 
still lovably amateurish in places, it 
is becoming a programme of which 
the BBC can be very proud.

IN FRANCE, a boating hol¬ 
iday is much more than 
simply a holiday on a boat. 
It’s a chance not only to 
cruise past splendid 
scenery wonder at historic 
towns and enjoy decent food 
and wine, but explore rarely 
frequented French nooks. 

Joining my group in Douelle, a 
typical Lot village nestling beneath 
limestone cliffs just beyond the 
Dordogne, we’re set for seven nights 
in the Nautila and have 76km of 
river stretching before us. 

Settling into our four-cabined 
houseboat, we’re quickly introduced 
to the warmer, less well-known 
countryside of the River Lot. 

Perhaps a little like the Dordogne 
of three decades ago, it remains a 
part of France where time seems to 
have stood still, with picturesque vil¬ 
lages and air as pure as the intoxi¬ 
cating red wine produced locally. 

The Lot is France’s seventh 
longest river and chugging through 
the water at a stately pace we form 
an intimate relationship with her 
virtues and foibles. 

River cruising has come a long 
way since the days of damp post-war 
family boating holidays on the 
Broads. Modern boats are comfort¬ 
able, well furnished and equipped 
(the most important item is proba¬ 
bly a decent corkscrew). 

At Pamac we stopped off for a 
wine tasting at Chateau 
Armandiere where Bernard 
Bouyssou showcases a range of rich 
red and rose wines. 

Soon we’re on our way again, 
meandering lazily upstream. In the 
riverside village of Vers, we met 


English couple Sally and Jeffery 
Stride, who arrived here in the 
1970s as penniless artists when 
their van broke down. 

The local mayor took pity and 
offered them a rent-free flat. The 
Strides stayed and prospered to the 
extent that their work adorns the 
walls of Number 10 Downing Street. 

Another place with instant appeal 
is Cahors, where the river seems to 
go back on itself, as if it’s forgotten 
something, leaving the town impris¬ 
oned in a tight bend. 

Cahors is a Roman town which 
prospered in the Middle Ages. It’s an 
easy place to get to know, small and 
homely, full of cheerfully busy bars 
and restaurants, a covered market, 
and impressive buildings like the 
12th-century cathedral and the 
Renaissance Archdeacon’s House. 

Something unique to Cahors is 
Les Jardins Secret (the town’s secret 
gardens). There are more than 20 of 


these oases of green, created by one 
Patrick Charoy, the city’s enterpris¬ 
ing director of open spaces, to use 
unwanted scraps of land. 

The gardens all have different 
themes. I particularly liked the 
Jardin Mauresque; Arabesque to a 
tee with its tinkling fountains and 
exotic scent of patchouli. 

There’s also a Jardin d’lvresse; 
Garden of Inebriation - appropriate¬ 
ly a vineyard - and a Jardin du 
Savoir; in the grounds of Cahors’ 
Blood Transfusion Service where, it 
will come as no surprise, all the flow¬ 
ers are red. 

But, after a week on the water, 
what becomes etched in the memory 
is not the stunning scenery and 
towns like Cahors with its secret 
gardens, memorable though they 
are. It’s the sheer joy of discovering a 
part of France that is still, surpris¬ 
ingly, something of a closed book to 
many Francophiles.

Versions 
can deliver emissions of just 130g/km C02 
and average around 60mpg. 

LR has used lightweight construction 
and - a break from tradition - a front- 
wheel drive only option to achieve this 
greening of the new model and will almost 
certainly recruit new buyers, when it goes 
on sale next year priced from £30,000. 


TOYOTA’S Prius is the world’s 
best-known hybrid, but the group’s 
upmarket Lexus RX450h is the 
best I’ve driven. 

The concept of a petrol engine with electric 
back-up to cut consumption and emissions 
works better on larger cars anyway. 

Such cars lose the extra bulk and weight 
of the hybrid powertrain and batteries more 
easily within the overall structure. 

Lower down the market, where the Prius is so 
highly lauded, an environmentally-fettled diesel 
car can do a far better all-round job on econo¬ 
my and emissions and be more fun to drive. 

Back to the Lexus and the stylists may have 
created something that, at best, looks like a 
slick brick, but it will hit 62mph in 7.8 seconds, 
cruise the motorway in refined style yet aver¬ 
age nearly 45mpg with modest C02 emissions 
of just 148g/km - best in class and comparable 
with many family hatchbacks. 

The combined powertrain delivers up to 
295bhp through a 3.5-litre V6 petrol engine, 
and electric motors front and back to give the 
car 4x4 when the management system senses

a loss of grip. It won’t do serious off-road yomp- 
ing, but the Lexus is a green and pleasant rural 
motor with some ability to cope with muck. 

It is weird at first to feel this relatively large 
car ease away on electric power without a 
whisper. Even when woken up, power and 
speed escalates without fuss and bother 
thanks to a seamless automatic transmission. 

Though it runs contrary to the hybrid ethos, 
the big Lexus can also be flung about far more 
than the previous RX series. 

Body roll on the £52,435 SE-L model tested 
here - runner-up in a four-model line-up 
starting at £43,175 - is neatly damped by air 
suspension that also smoothes the ride. 

There is a mixture of the clever and tacky 
inside the dark cabin; the head-up display 
underlines the shape of things to come for the 
display of essential clocks and gauges while an 
excellent Mark Levinson sound system is rea¬ 
son enough for many people to buy. 

On the other hand, cheesy wood finishing on 
the armrests, centre console, wheel and 
gearshift underlines my view that it is time 
carmakers stopped bothering with such an 
anachronism, though the car’s trimming is of 
excellent quality.

Government'missed 
chance to create 
jobs and homes' 

THE British Property Federation has 
attacked the Treasury's decision not to 
give financial support for new homes to 
rent. 

It said the Government has missed a 
“real opportunity’ to support the private 
rented sector, help ease the housing cri¬ 
sis, create new jobs and reduce the budg¬ 
et deficit. 

HM Treasury ruled out funding to 
increase the delivery of homes to rent in 
response to a consultation launched by 
the previous Labour government, enti¬ 
tled Investment in the Private Rented 
Sector. 

Opportunity 

The BPF pointed out that nearly five 
million people are on council waiting 
lists for a home and could benefit if more 
private rentals were available. 

“This is a real missed opportunity, but 
the real losers from today’s announce¬ 
ment are not the property industry but 
the millions of people in the UK who just 
want somewhere to live,” said Ian 
Fletcher, director of policy at the BPF. 

“With a little bit of public spending. 
Government could have leveraged in sig¬ 
nificant funding for housing from insti¬ 
tutions.” 

Price cuts blamed 
on spending review 

PROPERTY asking prices in England 
and Wales fell for a third consecutive 
month in September, and have lost half 
the gains they made in the first six 
months of the year, a survey has 
revealed. 

Property website Rightmove said ask¬ 
ing prices fell 1.1 per cent this month, 
following drops of 1.7 per cent in August 
and 0.6 per cent in July. 

The annual rate of growth slipped to 
2.6 per cent from 4.3 per cent. 

Rightmove’s findings chime with other 
surveys showing house prices have 
stumbled in recent months - something 
commentators have blamed on increas¬ 
ing supply and nervousness ahead of 
large Government spending cuts. 

However, supply pressures eased in 
September, according to the Rightmove 
survey, with the number of properties 
coming on the market falling to its low¬ 
est since April.

Sales look brighter, but 
lenders still cautious

SALES prospects for houses in the 
UK are expected to improve in the 
next few months, despite the cur¬ 
rent uncertainty in the market. 

The Royal Institution of Chartered 
Surveyors (RICS) said that its members felt 
more confident about sales of UK property 
over the next three months than they did in 
July. 

This is despite 32 per cent more chartered 
surveyors reporting prices falling, rather than 
rising, throughout August. 

A fifth of those surveyed indicated that they 
expected sales to improve over the three 
months to December 31. 

Commenting on the findings, RICS 
spokesperson Jeremy Leaf said: “There can be 
little doubt that the restrictive attitude to the 
provision of mortgage finance will continue to 
limit transaction activity in the market. 

“Looking forward, our price indicators are 
telling a mixed story, which is consistent with 
the uncertainty hanging over the economy, the 
low level of interest rates and the lack of new 
house building.” 

Hefty deposit 

Recent research by the Building Societies 
Association indicated that mortgage availabil¬ 
ity was less of a concern for prospective home- 
buyers in the current economic climate than it 
was earlier in the year. 

Currently, the market is quite static, say 
analysts. Paul Holmes, chief executive officer 
of Firstrung, a company which specialises in 
getting people on to the housing ladder, said 
“You still need a fairly hefty deposit as a first¬ 
time buyer.” 

He pointed out that the lack of job security is 
stifling the market and lenders remain cau¬ 
tious about giving mortgages. 

Mr Holmes said property is still too expen¬ 
sive, and activity will only return to the mar¬ 
ket if people have a more realistic view of what 
their home is worth. 

According to the Rightmove House Price 
Index, the average property asking price was 
£232,241 last month. This was down from 
£236,332 in July, with oversupply to blame.

Job insecurity replaces finance as main worry 


THE ability to obtain a mortgage is no longer 
perceived as large a barrier to homeownership 
as it was in March, according to new research. 

There has been a seven percentage point 
decline in the number of consumers who feel 
access to finance as a barrier to homeowner¬ 
ship, according to a Building Societies 
Association survey. 


Lack of job security and fears over the future 
of house prices are among prospective home- 
buyers’ main concerns, the survey indicates. 

BSA head of mortgage policy Paul 
Broadhead said: “It is clear that concerns 
about future falls in property prices are hav¬ 
ing a significant impact on consumer confi¬ 
dence. 


“Job security remains a barrier to house pur¬ 
chase and is likely to remain so until there is 
greater confidence in the strength of the econ¬ 
omy.” 

Recent figures from Communities and Local 
Government indicated that house prices 
increased by 8.4 per cent in the 12 months to 
July.

Shakey axed by team after 
World Superbike struggle 



SHANE Byrne’s future in the World 
Superbike Championship is in doubt after his 
Althea Racing team announced they were 
dropping the Sheppey rider for next season. 

The news cannot have come as a surprise 
for Shakey, who has been outshone by team¬ 
mate Carlos Checa throughout a season 
which has seen him struggle to keep pace 
with the championship’s high-flyers. 

Byrne has not delivered a single podium 
finish all season, with last weekend’s sixth- 
placed finish at Imola equalling his best per¬ 
formance of the campaign. 

Althea will retain Checa, though, after 
the Spaniard won both races in Italy in front 
of a 70,000 crowd to cement fourth place in 
the standings. 

Byrne recorded the second-fastest time in 


the first qualifying session, but when he 
returned to the track for Superpole 2, a high¬ 
sided crash left him back on the fourth row of 
the grid in 13th position. 

So often this season, the Sheppey rider has 
had to play catch-up and so it proved again 
on Sunday as he ran off the track midway 
through race one before fighting back to 
finish eighth. 

The two-time British champion gathered 
himself for race two, however, and having 
made several changes to his bike in the inter¬ 
im period, he turned in a fine performance. 

Starting from sixth, Shakey was able to 
rediscover the pace he showed in qualifying 
and pulled himself into contention with the 
race leaders. 

He maintained his position for three-quar¬ 
ters of the race and although he faded slight¬ 
ly in the closing stages, he crossed the line 
sixth to match his season’s best.
